Hunting for Avalanches Is 
a Strange Job But Essential 
to Highways Over Mountains

DENVER, W) — Ted Bakken, a 


lean, red-haird, 28-year-old moun- 
taineer, is one of Americas most 
unusual big game hunters. 


He hunts avalanches. When he 


finds one that is ripe, he brings 
il down with artillery fire.

spectacular snow - fighling tech- 
nique developed by the Colorado 
Department of Highways. 


Keeping roads through 21 high 


mountain passes free of snow is 
an arduous and sometimes hard 
ous task this time of year. 


Avalanches, roaing unchecked 


from high peaks and burying key 
highways under hundreds of tons 
of snow, rocks and broken trees, 
have been more than a nuisance to 
'motorists in the 
past. 
Belween 


1945 and 1952 they 
claimed six 


lives in Colorado. 


Today 
higway 
engineers 
are 


less often taken by surprise. They 
create more than half the 'moun- 
tain pass avalanches themselves in 
a unique snow control program. 


It is done with the precision of 


a military maneuver. 


When snow builds 
up 
danger- 


cusly in an area, a section of Ihe 
road is blocked off, and a high 
explosive shell is fired inlo 
the 


snow mass. Usually after the man- 
made 
avalanche cascades down 


the wailing snow removal machin- 
ery can clear a lane through in 
less than an hour.

Demos Fuss

WASHINGTON (ffi — Senate and 


House Democrats grumbled today 
that the Eisenhower administration 
has been 
neglecting 
to consult 


Congress before making major for- 
eign policy moves like the 
tank 


shipment to Saudi Arabia. 


For the moment at least, 
the 


issue of the shipment itself took 
a 
back seat as some Democrats 


used it as a springborad for frseh 
protests over what Sen. Morse CD- 
Ore) denounced as "a course of 
freign policy by secrecy. 


But Rep. Judd (R-Minn), a mem- 


ber of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, said. "I think they've, 
consulted us on all that we have 
had a right to expect. 


The evidence mood of some Dem- 


ocrats indicated that Secretary of 
State Dulles might be in for 
a 


fairly rugged reception when 
he 


tries to explain the how and why 
of the tank deal, probably later 
this week. 


The House Foreign Affairs Com- 


mittee chairman, Rep. Richards 
(D-SC), ripped into the administra- 
tion which he said "is still of the 
9th century vintage opinion that 
in the foreign affairs field 
the 


House is an illegitimate 
membei 


of the family, and a weak-minded 
illegitimate son at that. 


Richards outburst brought to the 


surface a latent resentment 
over 


what he says is an administration 
tendency to look to the Senate in 
consultation on 
foreign 
policy 


matters. He said he knew nothing 
about a Saturday decision to lift a 
brief embargo on all arms ship- 
ment to the troubled Middle Kasl.
